WILMINGTON - Members of 
Wilmington's Board of Public 
Health resolved at Tuesday night's 
Meeting to take appropriate action 
‘on two local businesses due to 
itary and unacceptable 
. Rickshaw Express, a Polynesian 
‘Mandarin and Szechwan Cuisine 
food establishment, of 35 Lowell 
‘Street, the first business under fire, 
has failed two consecutive 
inspections by the board. During 
it's investigation, the board found 
Rickshaw in violation of several 
Health regulations. Violations 
jhcluded two counts of storing and 
Serving food at improper 
Jemperatures, use of tobacco 
products in the kitchen (which is 
olassified under the “poor hygiene 
practices by employees category"), 
along with the presence of 
cigarette butts, ashtrays on the | 
floor. 

The board had also received a 
complaint from a customer that the 
establishment had contained 
cockroaches, which proved to be 
valid, however routine 
exterminations are being rendered 
at this time. A $200 fine was 
issued on the spot. A motion was 
voted in favor by the board for a 
hearing to consider the revocation 
or suspension of the restaurants

f sécond establishment under 
the board's watchful eye is Elia's 
Country-Store on Middlesex Ave. 
Elia’s had been given a warning by 
the. board to improve on the 
cleanliness of their premises if they 
wish to continue to serve food. 
However, the board has not seen 
any improvements up to this point, 
and hence has levied a $50 fine 
along with plans for a follow-up 
inspection in the near future.

Residents voice 
traffic concerns 
on Woburn St.

WILMINGTON - Could there be 


traffic troubles on Woburn Street? 


At the Wilmington Planning 


Board mecting Tuesday, October 
6, Woburn 
expressed their concerns about the 
Howland development plan at 201 
Lowell Street that would greatly 
increase traffic on Wobum Street. 


Street residents 


Traffic at the location presently 


funnels in and out through Woburn 
Street and Lowell Street. 


Bill Yetman, the applicant for the 


Howland development plan, stated 
that 
purchased from Textron is 


the Howland property 


planning to extend the existing 
front parking lot. “We will 
increase along the right side of the 
building. Right now, the parking 
is in front. But, now with the 
landscaping plans in the front main 
parking lot, the side (of .the 
building) will be used to expand 
the lot,” stated Yetman. 

Presenting the site plan proposal 
was Eugene Sullivan. The paving 
for the new parking area will be 
done using the existing surface and 
landscaping will be added to the 
front parking lot, according to 
Sullivan. 

The plans require trucks to enter 
and exist from Route 38 and only 
cars will be able to use the Wobum 
Street entrance, according to 
Yetman. “Restrictions and signs 
would be there at the Woburn 
Street entrance. Maybe it will be 
made so the entrance is too narrow 
for trucks. UPS trucks will come 
in, but not big trucks,” said 
Yetman. 

The Howland site shares parking 
with two other buildings. 
Combined there are approximately 
185 employees working in these 
buildings. The proposed plan has 
377 parking spaces, according to 
Yetman. There would ultimately 
be nearly 400 workers using the 
Woburn Street exit 

Several Woburn Street residents 
commented on the possible 
increase in traffic. 


Bill Pierce stated that the traffic 
on Woburn Street is already a 
problem. “I'm worried that the

traftic will just increase. The 
traffic is going to get worse and 
build up on Woburn Street,” said 
Pierce. 

Another Woburn Street resident 
reinforced Pierce's concerns. “I 
can come home from work, sit in 
my car, and the traffic is still there 
at 7 o'clock at night. The traffic 
can last for hours,” stated the 
resident. 

Board member Karen Metcalf 
stated that she would like to see an 
effort for the plans to include 
access areas for vehicles to Lowell 
Street to decrease the Woburn 
Street traffic. 

Metcalf also stated another 
serious concern. 

The Massachusetts Highway 
Department. is designing 
construction plans for work that is 
going to be done on Woburn 
Street. The Massachusetts 
Highway Department may not be 
aware of the Howland development 
plans and this could evoke major 
problems with traffic in that area, 
according to Metcalf. 

Yetman conveyed that he was not 
aware of the Massachusetts 
Highway Department's plans. 

. Metcalf requested that by the 
November 4 board meeting, a 
decision on this issue be made by 
the Howland development workers 
and handed in writing to Planning 
Director Lynn Duncan. 

The plans to place landscaping in 
the front main parking area has 
raised another concern for 
Woburn Street residents. 

Barbara Churchill, a Woburn 
Street resident, questioned whether 
the landscaping will restrict the 
ability to remove snow in the 
winter. “In the winter, they will 
be plowing with no direction to go 
in. The islands and landscaping 
will restrict their movement. The 
back of the houses there already 
have a pile-up of snow in the 
winter. Where is the snow going 
to be put?" questioned Churchill. 

Yetman honestly replied that they 
did not design the plan with that 
concern in mind. "We haven't put

I am writing this letter in 
response to the above article, as I 
will not be able to attend the Oct. 
6th meeting, due to prior business 
commitments. A detailed map is 
attached to further clarify my 
comments as a possible solution(s) 
to this dangerous problem(s). As a 
40 year resident of Salem Street I 
encounter this intersection daily. 

Listed below are the key factors 
to solving this: 

1. Reduce speed to 25 MPH in 
both Tewksbury and Wilmington 
portions of Salem Road/Salem 
Street. 

2. Limit traffic on Salem Road to 
one-way, west bound between 
South Street and Main Street 
(R38). 

Traffic is at least cut in half by 
the Trahan School. r 

Cars traveling south on Main 
Street, Rt. 38 (two lane road), may 
not turn left on Salem Road, 
disrupting traffic on Main Street.

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WILMINGTON - This year 
seniors were offered two medical 
programs that would be a help to 
them. One, the Senior Pharmacy 
Program, helping seniors to pay 
for prescription medications. The 
other pending approval SCOs, 
combining Medicare and Medicaid 
together 


The Senior Pharmacy Program 
would provide some prescription 
assistance to seniors who neither 
qualified for Medicaid or could 
not afford the prescription 
insurance coverage. The program 
would allow seniors $500 a year to 
purchase their prescription 
medications, providing their 
income was within a certain level. 

Unfortunately the program from 
the start was beset by many 
holdups? First how the program 
was to run and who would run it, 
was held up. Applications were 
not delivered on time; 
advertisement of the program was 
held up. As a result, response rate 
was very low in many towns and 


Cities. Senior Centers were not able 
to register enough seniors in the 
time allotted to take applications. 
To correct the failures the amount 
of money to qualify was raised to 
$11,844. A new change in the date 
to apply was raised to August 31. 

Again the advertisement for the 
program was not sufficient. 
Seniors again did not file 
applications. “The program 
administrators are now thinking of 
extending the program to 
December 31 and raising the 
qualifying level again. Now the 
latest difficulty we are hearing 
from those seniors who have 
applied, is the medications listed as 
being covered by the program are 
not available. 

The reason being given, some 
pharmaceutical companies are not 
willing to join the program. This is 
difficult to understand as seniors 
on Medicaid can receive these 
medications, yet Medicaid is the 
administrator of the Senior 
Pharmacy Program. If you are 


unger the program and are unable 
to get a medication that you feel 
should be covered and your 
pharmacist tells you that your 
coverage is denied; ask the 
pharmacist to call the UNYSIS 
Provider Line. He will have the 
number. This line has been set up 
to assist pharmacists, to check into 
whether there is another 
Pharmaceutical Company in the 
that can offer the same 
medication.

I have often wondered, he writes, 
as I drive along the streets of this 
beautiful but bullet ridden country, 
“What must these people think of 
us? Why would we leave our loved 
‘ones and come so far from home 
to help people we do not know?" I 
am sure that not all of the citizens 
of Bosnia appreciate our presence, 
but I think they respect, if not fear 
us. 

Being here a while has opened 
my eyes to many things, but none 
more important than the fact we 
live in the greatest place on earth;

Hunting with a stick & a string 


‘ by Ed Larkin 

“Hunting is truly an American 
birth right. Our Native Americans 
defined bow hunting, and in the 
past 50 years innovators have 
refined bow hunting. Bow hunting 
is a method of hunting that is 
embedded in our national heritage; 
bow hunting is the purest form of 
hunting. 
with a bow, the hunter must 
‘practice many forms of outdoor 
skills. 

Bow hunting as a method of 
taking game is increasing in 
popularity two-fold every year. It 
may be due to the extra time in the 
field or more prime days of 
‘hunting. The loss of large tracts of 
‘land make the bow convenient and 
legal in areas not open to firearm 
hunting. Probably the desire to pit 
yourself against game in a more 
challenging manner is the number 
“one reason to hunt with a bow. 

» A broad knowledge of the game 
Species is the first and most 
important skill of the bow hunter. 
‘The archer must spend quite a bit 
of time shooting arrows to target 
to ensure proficiency in placement. 
Understanding the maximum 
effective range is also the mark of 
a trained bow hunter. The bow 

‘hunter needs year round practice 
to keep skills sharp. 

Getting started in bow hunting is 
“simply making the decision to hunt 
vwith stick and string. Today's 

bows are technical, lightweight and 
‘are capable of excellent accuracy. 
“The most common bow used for 
. hunting is the compound bow. A 
mix of wheels or cams, strings and 
lightweight materials, the 
compound bow enables the user to 
have great speed with comfort. 


~The most important aspect of 
buying your first bow is proper 
fitting. When buying a pair of 
hunting boots, careful fit is 
‘essential. The same is true when 
buying a bow. Fitting a bow to 
‘your shape and size ensures 
‘comfort and accuracy. Testing out 
the bow on a target gives you a 
feel for the shooting ability of the 
bow. A good rule of thumb is to 
find a knowledgeable shop and 
have them fit you as well as answer 
your questions. 
Basic outfitting for the bow 
hunter should include a good 
quality bow, a quiver, mechanical 
release aids, camouflage clothing 
and a treestand. These tools make 
bow hunting safer, more 
comfortable and increases the 
hunters’ chances of taking game. 

Additionally, you should have

~~broadheads for clean kills and true 

flight.

In order to take game- 


These methods are the foundation 
to all good hunting plans. 
Although these are good methods 
for all types of hunting, try to 
follow them as close as possible; it 
will increase your chances of 
success. 

1. Pre-season scouting- Most 
animals are creatures of habit. 
Find the game and understand their 
patterns and you should take game 
during season. 

2. Stand selection- Make sure 
you locate your stand in area of 
movement and you have a clear 
field of fire. 

3: Multiple stands- Find 
several different. possible hunting 
locations. If your current stand 
goes cold, relocate to another 
place. 

4. Stand preparation- Clear 
shooting lanes. The best way is to 
clear a small amount every time 
you scout. Do not hack out large 
sections, just enough to have a 
clear line of sight for your ideal 
kill zone. 

Ss Scent control- The best 


“scent is no scent. 


Many scent 
products will cover your scent, but 
a head to toe approach is the best 
method. Wash clothing and 
yourself with no-scent soap. Wear 
tubber soled boots in and out of 
the woods. Place your stand above 
and out of the wind from the most 
likely avenue of approach. 

6. ~ Practice-Practice-Practice 

This year's season starts on 
November 3rd and runs through 
all of the deer seasons. You must 
wear hunter's orange during 
shotgun and primitive firearms 
seasons. You will also need a 
Primitive firearms stamp if you 
choose to hunt during that season. 

Bow hunting brings the hunter in 
closer. It challenges, and if 
successful, rewards the hunter with 
the knowledge that their skills are 
highly developed. Bow hunting is 
a rewarding, individual sport; it 
offers the hunter a one of a kind 
adventure. It is casy to understand 
why it is the fastest growing 
discipline of hunting.

A town 
wide survey that was done four 
years ago identified a need for 
such a community cénter to 
provide services to townspeople in 
need of information and assistance. 
Since then, many people have 
devoted time, labor and supplies to 
convert the building into usable 
space and many people have helped 
to learn computer skills, find 
employment and start small 
businesses, through a state funded 
at the center. 

Although the funding for that 
program has ended, if there is 
interest in keeping the center open, 
there may be other sources of 
funding to enable the center to 
fulfill its original purpose. 

Residents are strongly 
encouraged to attend this meoting 
in order to provide input to the 
Community Roundtable 
Foundation before a final decision 
is made to sell the building.

On Monday evening, the historical 
commission met to discuss options 
regarding the display, as well as the 
preservation of the collection which 
was acquired from local history afi- 
cionado Stuart Goldman of Canton. 

Presently, the collection is being 
housed at the library in preparation for 
the upcoming display of what will, 
due to its numerous volumes of photos 
and letters, become a rotating exhibit. 
In the meantime, commission mem- 
ber Dorothy LaFiomitis and Chairper- 
son Carolyn Harris have spent hours 
poring over the boxes of letters in an 
effort to categorize the memorabilia. 
In their search, they have found corre- 
spondence regarding everything from 
the construction of Wilmington’ origi- 
nal roads to a notice addressed to 
Burlington, informing the town that 
Wilmington could no longer be re- 
sponsible for a female resident that 
intended to remarry. 

“Itwasalong process,” said Harris. 
“I'm really anxious to get that first 
exhibit out. It belongs to the people of 
Wilmington. They spent good money 
on it and they should see it.” 

* Once the collection has been com- 
pletely cataloged it must be preserved, 


commission members agreed. Prices 
for binding the Bond collection range 
from $1,200 to $1,400. 

Eventually, the commission would 
like to see the Bond collection perma- 
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nently displayed inside the Harnden 
Tavern, once renovations to the build- 
ing have been completed. 

“The time has come and there has 
been a renewed interest in 
Wilmington's history through the dis- 
covery of the Bond collection. There 
needs to be a central home for our 
heritage,” said Harris regarding the 
possibility of converting the old 
tavern’s ‘L’ section, which once served 
as living quarters, for Town Manager 
Sterling Morris and subsequent care- 
takers into a town museum equipped 
with track lighting and shelving. 

“It’s'an overwhelming task. It's not 
going to happen overnight. But we 
have to get it started before we lose the 
momentum,” added Harris. 

Also, Paul Chalifour informed fel- 
low commission members of the re- 
cent progress he has made towards the 
completion of a Wilmington edition of 
the “Images of America” book series 
and asked for suggestions regarding 
the selection of the cover photograph. 

“It’s been fun. I've enjoyed it, but 
I'll be glad when it’s over. I still have 
to fine-tune it,” said Chalifour. 

The book is scheduled to be sent to 
print next month.

Now a year later, you can't wipe 
the smiles off of their faces even if 
you tried. The senior co-captains’ 
display of non-stop hustling, diving 
on the floor for loose returns and 
relentless determination to improve 
as a team has catapulted the team to 
clinch its first state tournament 
berth in over a decade.

White, on the other hand, is the 
team’s quarterback sato speak, as 
she sets up the team's high powered 
offense. 

“Andrea has worked hard at 
Setting the ball,” said Nee. “She has 
good vision of the-court when 


setting.” Lee also spoke highly of 
her teammate by saying, “Andrea's 
a great Setter. She's an all-around 
great player.” 

Against Tewksbury last Thursday 
afternoon at WHS, the Cats cruised 
winning both sets 15-6 and 15-12. 
And besides chalking up another 
win, both White and Lee feel that 
the team is doing more than just 
improving their play. 

“The team is doing so well this 
year because everyone works well 
together,” said White, who has 
played varsity volleyball for three 
years. “We all work together well. 
I think we want it more this year 
with nine seniors on the team.” 

Lee agrees with her fellow 
co-captain that communication has 
played a large role in the Wildcats 
successful season. 

“The team is doing great,” said 
Lee, who plans on going to a four- 
year institution next year to study 
athletic training. “Communication 
is a large part of that.” 

Assistant Coach Sally Zimmerli 
agrees with Nee on how important 
White and Lee are to the team. 

“They are outstanding leaders on 
and off the court,” said Zimmerli.

White and Lee, as co-captains, 
have added responsibility to the 
Lady Wildcat team. 

“As captain, I [try to] keep the 
team together and keep everyone on 
their toes at practice,” said White.

It's also 
obvious just how far this team has 
come. Last year, this same group of 
girls who are in first place of the 
North Shore Volleyball League, 
could hardly win a set, nevermind a 
complete game. 

That's what hard work and fun 
can do to a team.

WHS Football 
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Defense comes up big in win

Last season the Wilmington High 
School football team's defense was 
vastly overshadowed by its highly- 
touted offense that feature three 
powerful backs. The defense was 
the story for the team's 9-2 record. 

Through the first three games of 
this season, both the offensive and 
defensive play have been inconsis- 
tent. However, this past Saturday 
morning, the defense played as 
good if not better then they ever did 
last season, holding Triton to a 
minimal of 17 total yards in the 
12-0 win played at Triton Regional 
High School. 

Perhaps the defense wants to carry 
the team upon its shoulders once 
again. 

“I'm so happy for our defense, 
they really stepped it up,” said head 
coach Bob Almeida, who saw his 
team’s record go back over the .500 
mark at 2-1-1. “Our offense left us 
in tough positions - going for it on 
fourth downs. That could have. 
really turned around and hurt us. 
The pass defense was unbelievable 
today and the rush defense was 
great. [Triton] has a couple of 
really good backs. 

"We switched [Adam] Vogel and 

. [Eric] Banda and Vogel had a really 
good game at defensive end and 
Vogel had a great game at line- 
backer. So that made a big diffe- 
rence. And Jamie Campbell played 
like Jamie Campbell, he had a. mon- 
ster game. [Ken] Branley looked as 
if he played the way he can, like he 
did in the second half of the New- 
buryport game. He is a presence 
out there when he is that physical. 
This was a big win for us and I'm 
glad we are back in the win 
column,” Almeida said smiling, not 
like last week. 

Wilmington's defense, both rush 
and pass, were awesome. The Cats 
sent five man rushes from their 
defensive line and players like 
Chuck Vallas, Brian McCarthy, 


Ken Branley and Adam Vogel all 
had huge games, as did Campbell 
and Banda as the linebackers. 

“Kenny Branley was huge...he 
played so awesome,” said senior 
nose guard Brian McCarthy. “He 
wasn't even suppose to start this 
week and they threw him in there at 
the last minute. We had a lot of 
defensive switches and somehow it 
just all worked out.” 

Wilmington's entire defense 
dominated throughout the entire 
game, even so that in the second half 
the farthest Triton got into Wil- 
Mington's territory was at the Cats 
44-yard line and that was due .to 
Wilmington coming up short on a 
fourth-and-one call. And in the 
first half, Triton went into Wildcat 
country just once (thanks to an 
interception) and they too came up 
short on fourth down call at the Cats 
12 yard line. 

Triton went four-and-out, five 
different times throughout the 
game. They ran 37 plays with 24 of 
those rushing plays and they totaled 
23 yards. Triton also called for 
nine passing plays, and they manag- 
ed negative six yards on one com- 
pletion. 

“Jamie Campbell was so huge, we 
had him at 14 solo tackles today. I 
can't say enough about the kid. He 
is huge defensively. On top of that, 
he is our premier running back and 
he scores the second touchdown 
which was also big - he had a typical 
Jamie Campbell game,” Almeida 
said. 

Both teams exchanged unsuccess- 
ful series to start the game off, then 
Wilmington started their second 
series of the game with 4:42 left to 
go in the first quarter at their own 
25-yard line. After a few short 
gains and a first down, Campbell 
gained eleven yards on a reception 
to move the chains to the 50-yard 
line. That was the first of five first 
downs Campbell got on his own - 


Wilmington as a team had 13. 
Anyway, after four combined lost 
yards on the next two plays, 
quarterback Tim Gillis truly show- 
ed his as a player. He 
took the three steps back, looking to 
pass on third-and-fourteen, but he 
found himself running out of the 
pocket as Triton blitzed. Gillis 
starting from the left side, turned to 
his right and darted to the other side 
of the field to avoid the two Triton 
ends. Gillis, still running, was able 
to set his feet, and toss a beautiful 
spiral to receiver Rory Ballou for a 
21-yard pick-up and of course a 
first down. That was huge. Six 
plays later and a new quarter, Gillis 
came through again running in the 
team's first touchdown on a 7-yard 
roll-out to his left, the third touch- 
down in the pass two seasons for 
him on the same play. 

Triton took over at their own 46 
yard lime thanks to a 29-yard kick- 
off return by Ryan O'Connell (who 


picked up 65 return yards on three 
tries), the son of former WHS 
stand-out Dan O'Connell. The first 
play from scrimmage, Triton was 
pushed back eight yards on a huge 
hit by Dave DeAmato, who surely 
showed how much he was missed in 
the prior two e 

“Dave had a big game for us - we 
really missed him. They tried to 
avoid running plays on his side in 
the second half because he is that 
good. I'm really glad he is back,” 
Almeida said of the senior defensive 
and offensive end. 

From that point until 1:30 left to 
go, the game was an offensive 
struggle and a defensive showing. 
With 3:02 remaining in the game, 
Wilmington took over at the Triton 
45-yard line. Seven plays later, six 
of them between Campbell and 
Mike Gennetti (89 yards rushing), 
Wilmington put the icing on the 
cake with a 15-yard touchdown run 
by Campbell to make it 12-0. The 
pass failed on the conversion fake.

the legend has a number of vari- 
ations depending on who is 
telling the story. 

Firewoman is a full blooded 
Abenaki Indian, a tribe indige- 
nous to this area. She has been 
associated with the Council 
since its early days as a group 
called Nature. 

Several years ago, the elders 
of the Council decided that it 
should have a name that dealt 
more with its concerns over the 
affairs of Indians. Although, as 
Indians, the Council is con- 
cerned with Mother Nature and 
the environment around us, they 
did not want to become too 
closely associated with environ- 
mental groups such as the 
Nature Conservancy. 

“We wanted to be known as 
interested in Native American 
history,” Firewoman said. 

It is this interest in the histo- 
ry of the people that draws 
many of its members. 

Stoneham resident Margaret 
Curtis followed her brother, Ed 
“Strong Bow” Cloud, in joining 
the Council. 

“My brother has been into it 
longer than I have,” Curtis said. 
“At his urging I went to listen 
and found it interesting.” 

The brother and sister are 
part Indian on their father’s side 
of the family and their mother is 
Italian. 

One of the facts that Curtis 
learned was the number of dif- 
ferent tribes of Indians there 
are. According to Firewoman 
the Council is made up of mem- 
bers of at least 25 different 
tribes from all over the United 
States. 

These include: Apache, Shaw- 
nee, Mohawk, Seneca, Malisect, 
Hopi, Zuni, Pueblo, Wampa- 
noags, Pequots, Cherokee, Aben- 
aki and many others.
